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John Knox’s House, H igh Street, Edin¬ 
burgh, is notable as being the old manse or 
residence of John Knox, the famous Minister and 
ecclesiastical reformer. He resided here from 1559 
to 1572. The interior of the house is well worth 
a visit, many relics of Knox being stored here. 
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
